PRIDE RADIO DIES 

Nation’s first LGBTQ station is replaced by sports talk

here is Britney 
Spears and what 
have you done 
with her?” 

This must have 
been the first thought listeners had Mon¬ 
day morning when they tuned in to 96.7 
on their radio dial. 

Another: “Why are they going on and 
on about someone or something called 
Sam Darnold at 8 a.m.?” 

Pride Radio, a source for dance, elec- 
tronica, and upbeat Top 40 aimed at an 
LGBTQ audience, has been replaced by 
something called “KEAN Plus,” a station 
featuring “both local and national sports 
news.” 

The station will now feature the voices 
of Dan Patrick, Colin Cowherd, and Clay 
Travis—or as iHeart Radio’s program direc¬ 
tor Chad Abbot called them in a press 
release, “some of the biggest and well- 
known national names in sports radio.” 


When it launched in 2015 during Pride 
Month, Pride Radio was heralded as the 
nation’s first FM station dedicated entirely 
to an LGBTQ audience. The “ground¬ 
breaking station” was to feature acts like 
Madonna, Sam Smith, and Katy Perry, 
while also becoming a “platform for the 
[LGBTQ] community.” 

Monday’s announcement about KEAN 
Plus ditched those lofty ambitions for the 
pragmatic promise of “even more around 
the clock, exclusive sports news content.” 

Asked about the change, a spokesperson 
for iHeart (which also operates KDWB, 
KOOL108, and K102, among other Twin 
Cities stations) said the following: 

“Sports fans in Minneapolis are very 
passionate and loyal, and we believe KEAN 
Plus will resonate well with our listeners. 
Listeners can continue to enjoy Pride 
Radio programming an 5 rwhere they are 
on Pride Radio KDWB-HD2 or iheart- 
radio.com.” 


Asked if the company was getting 
feedback, positive or negative, about 
its formatting switch, the spokesperson 
demurred. Here’s some from the Pride 
Radio Facebook page: 

“All my friends are freaking out pride 
radio went off the air, we loved it on FM!” 

“I would really appreciate a post/tweet/ 
an54hing with additional information about 
the abrupt change of 96.7 Pride Radio to 


KFAN Plus. What is happening to Pride 
Radio in the Twin Cities? You commented 
on another post that it’s moving to a dif¬ 
ferent HD Radio frequency. When? Will 
the frequency be on HDl and/or simul¬ 
cast so we can hear the station on normal 
FM? This station is loved by the com¬ 
munity here. It was extremely upsetting 
and disappointing to wake up to [KFAN 
Plus] suddenly being on-air.”- MIKE mullen

West-ern Civilization on Trial 


Blaine’s choice: Homophobe Confederate or Muslim family man? 


I t’s a bold move to ask for a promotion 
and raise two months after you resign 
in shame. Yet boldness was never 
Nolan West’s problem. Bigotry was. 
In fall 2016, after 21 months as a 
legislative aide, West, then 25, was running 
for an open seat representing Blaine in the 
Minnesota House. 

That September, City Pages ran a story 
about West’s years-long history of racist 
and homophobic social media diatribes. 
There were posts about the Confederacy 
Goved it), Abe Lincoln (“worst president”), 
and “fagballs.” 

On the eve of Barack Obama’s 2008 elec¬ 
tion, he wrote, “IT’S LYNCHING TIME.” 

The next day. West was out of a job... but 
still on the ballot and suddenly regretful for 
“insensitive material” that didn’t “reflect 
who I am or what I believe.” 

Enough of Blaine’s voters either bought 
this mea culpa or didn’t know about it. That 
November, West beat retired school teacher 
Susan Witt by less than 1 percent. 

Blaine has an eccentric recent history, 
voting for Tom Emmer but against Michele 
Bachmann; against Al Franken but for 
Donald Trump (by 4 percent) and Amy 
Klobuchar (by 30). 

This year, in a topsy-turvy district with a 
vulnerable incumbent, the DFL’s standing 
up one hell of a candidate. He’s an articulate, 
soft-spoken family man who traded Brook- 
\yn for Blaine to raise his children and be 
closer to his parents. Know him, and you’ll 
know the least interesting fact is his name. 

“Some people see the lawn signs and are 
wondering. Who is this guy?”’ Amir Malik 
says. “It’s my job to introduce myself” 
Malik, 40, has been doing that since last 
summer, when he started door-knocking in 


House District STB. He’s there to hear their 
stories, and to tell his own. His Pakistani 
parents emigrated in the 1970s when his 
father, a University of Illinois grad, took 
a job as a food scientist for Pillsbury in 
Hoopeston, Illinois (population 5,000). 
Later, mom and dad moved to Golden Val¬ 
ley, closer to the parent company. 

Malik followed dad’s footsteps for under¬ 
grad, then went to New York University 
Law School. While in college, friends set 
him up with a Pakistani woman, and the 
couple soon fell in love on chaperoned dates. 
They married, and Malik started a job at 
a hot-shot law firm, defending banks and 
pharmaceutical companies. 

“I doubt we worked for a company valued 
at less than $10 billion,” he says. He filled 
his savings account but opened avoid. This 
was not the life he wanted. 

What he wanted was for his kids to have 
a childhood like his. He found it in Blaine. 
“A block away from our home is a park, 
where we can drag a kayak into the lake and 
paddle around,” he says. “A couple blocks 
the other way, we play baseball.” 

His clients are different now, too. As civil 
rights director for the Council of American- 
Islamic Relations-Minnesota (C AIR), Malik 
meets with people who don’t know where 
else to turn—discrimination victims, those 
mistreated at work or on the streets. 

One was a white woman who tried 
speaking Somali to strangers on a light- 
rail platform one winter night. A passerby 
mistook the woman’s scarf for a hijab and 
stabbed her. 

Others have been unjustly fired, barred 
from prayer breaks at work, or have kids 
who’ve been bullied in school. They’re 
usually poor and overworked. Malik’s job 


is often to be the first person who’ll listen. 

Brandon Taitt, his DEL opponent in this 
year’s endorsement fight, says Malik’s can¬ 
didacy has reached another group not often 
heard—or heard from. “There are probably 
about 700 Muslim families in Blaine,” Taitt 
says, “and a lot of them have not generally 
been heavy voters in the past.” 

When Malik won, those constituents 
approached Taitt, graciously asking him 
to stay involved. Invitation accepted: Not 
long ago, Taitt was out hammering in the 
“Malik for Minnesota” lawn signs that now 
dot the district. 

Malik hopes to win an issues-based cam¬ 
paign, and says Republicans, Nolan West 
among them, spoiled the 2018 legislative 
session by wrapping every possible issue 
into “a 990-page mega-bill,” an obvious 
violation of the Minnesota Constitution. 

“They like to compare themselves to the 
private sector,” Malik says. “I worked in the 
private sector. If you do something like that, 
security comes and watches you while you 
put all your stuff in a box.” 

Malik’s corporate experience left him 
with rare insight about healthcare profi¬ 
teers and big business, whose secret codes 
he can read from the inside out. “Let’s just 
say I learned a lot about the pharmaceutical 
industry, and transparency, and fairness in 
business and taxes,” he says, chuckling. 

Don’t expect those corporate interests 
to care about fairness toward him. In 2016, 
a late flood of corporate money from the 
Minnesota Jobs Coalition—a front for the 
Chamber of Commerce, among others— 
targeted Susan Witt as literally an anvil 
over the heads for senior citizens. “And of 
course, I was a senior,” Witt recalls, tartly. 

Imagine what the/11 be suggesting about 



a guy called Amir Malik. 

Republicans, meanwhile, have decided 
that even if Nolan West is a Confederate 
homophobe, at least he’s their Confederate 
homophobe. House Speaker Kurt Daudt, 
who in 2016 said Nolan’s thoughts about 
gays, feminists, and the Union Army were 
“inappropriate and wrong,” had come 
around by 2017, enough to appear at a 
fundraiser for West. (West declined to 
comment for this column. So did Daudt.) 

The fear-mongeringfliers will rain down, 
no doubt, but to discount Malik would be 
to discount Blaine itself 

In 2015, as the City Council considered 
approving a tiny Muslim school (student 
count: about 20), a few dozen people 
expressed “concern.” Seven times that many 
came out in support. Longtime mayor Tom 
Ryan hushed the haters, saying Blaine’s 
Muslims are “our neighbors, our attorneys, 
engineers, our dentists.” 

And maybe their next state rep, if enough 
meet Amir Malik on their doorsteps. 03

Throw on your finest Uff Da T-shirt 
and prepare to promptly drizzle hot grease 
down the front of it: 2018’s Great Min¬ 
nesota Get Together is in full swing. 

It’s the year’s best excuse to risk instant 
diabetes, and your friends at City Pages 
spent a day eating all the Official New State 
Fair Foods, ranking them with our highly 
scientific Skip, Shrug, Scarf! system. Here 
are 16 of the buzzworthy rookies to try 
before September 3, and a full rundown 
is available at citypages.com. Because you 
can’t—or at least, shouldn’t—eat them all 
yourself. There are some real clunkers 
out there. 


MANGONADA SHAVE ICE 

Mango-flavored shave ice drizzled with 
Mexican chamoy sauce, dusted with tajin 
chili powder, topped with popping mango 
boba pearls, and served with a tamarind 
candy straw. At Minnesnowii Shave Ice, $6 
This, folks, is the ultimate fair refresh¬ 
ment on a steamy day. Expertly spiced and 
popping with color, the mountain of fluffy 
ice sneaks subtle mango flavor through¬ 
out and has a sweetness that deliciously 
intermingles with the kick of chamoy and 
chili. Those generously sprinkled boba 
balls? They pop triumphant, just like sugary 


caviar. The mad flavor scientists behind 
this treat, armed with the knowledge that 
ice melts, even incorporated a tamarind- 
encrusted straw. Genius! Big enough for 
two, it’s a thriftily delightful dessert. 
Verdict: Scarf! 

IRISH TATER KEGS 

Jumbo deep-fried tater tots made with corned 
beef, sauerkraut, Swiss cheese, sour cream, 
and potatoes with house-made Thousand 
Island dressing on a bed of sauerkraut. At 
O’Gara’s at the Fair, $8 
Irish Tater Kegs sounds like the name of 


the world’s most redheaded rugby team, 
but it’s actually the latest letdown from 
O’Gara’s (who last year brought you the 
offensively bad deep-fried avocado). They’re 
coming from the what-if-we-ruined- 
something-good school of thought again 
in 2018, taking everything that rules about 
tots—their crackly crunch, their bite-sized 
poppability—and getting rid of it. These 
mushy monsters are more like deep-fried 
mashed potatoes, with mini meat hunks 
that only further screw up the texture. The 
sauce asks, ‘What if we made Thousand 
Island, but more mayo-y?” And, like the

MESSY GIUSEPPE 

A blend ofseasoned ground beef and Ital¬ 
ian pork sausage smothered in marinara, 
sprinkled with Parmesan cheese and served 
on crusty Italian bread. At Mancini’s al 
Fresco, $7.75 

Although it resembles one, the Messy 
Giuseppe isn’t a cafeteria-grade sloppy 
joe—if s much, much worse. Upon first bite, 
you’re assaulted with sodium, rendering 
the dish almost inedible. If s like someone 
pulled the ol’ loosened salt shaker prank 
over the meaty crumbles. Surely, Man¬ 
cini’s can’t mess up the Messy Giuseppe’s 
bread... right? Wrong! Billed as crusty, the 
actual product serves as a squishy bed for 
the sauce-soaked main event. Somehow, 
even the pepperoncini graded out poorly. 

Verdict: Skip 

HONEY CREAM SODA FLOAT 

Honey cream soda (made without sugar) 
poured over Minnesota Grown honey ice 
cream. At Minnesota Honey Producers 
Association, $9 

Here’s the thing: This is a delight of a 
dessert. The effervescent, honey-essenced 
soda is a damn dream. Would buy bottled. 
The ice cream? So creamy and just-right 
sweet, Ben and Jerry should be nervous. 


boys’ll sit in your stomach a 
full 24 hours. 

Verdict: Skip 


SLIDER FLIGHTS 

Flights of three slider sand¬ 
wiches (brisket, burgers, or 
pulled pork), each with a variety 
of toppings. At the Hangar, $10 

The Hangar is a promising 
new vendor located on the 
north end of the fairgrounds, 
a breezy, corrugated space with the open- 
plan layout of a modem brewery. The ‘'slider 
flighf ’ is the centerpiece of its meat-laden 
menu, with brisket, beef, or pulled pork as 
your options. We tried the pork, and though 
the differences between the flighf s three 
iterations are minimal—one has service¬ 
able slaw, another crispy fried onion, the 
third gargantuan pickle slices—the tangy 
barbecue sauce and tender pork are what 
really matter here. Nothing fancy, but at 
10 bucks, a solid, hearty meal. 

Verdict: Shrug 


RAINBOW CLOUD ROLL 

Three scoops of ice cream (Superman, 
vanilla, strawberry, or chocolate) sprinkled 
with fruity cereal and wrapped in a pillow 
of cotton candy. Hand-rolled on-site. At 
Rainbow Ice Cream, $8 

When we ordered the rainbow cloud roll, 
the cashier encouraged us to photograph 
the process and post it to Instagram. It 
was good advice—the rainbow roll is an 
utterly fascinating creation. Two people 
stopped us on the walk from the stand to 
the table where we ate it, marveling at 
the kaleidoscopic Lisa Frank burrito. The 
flavor did not disappoint, either: As you bite 
through the pillowy layer of cotton candy, 
the sugar crystallizes, cmnchingright along 
with the Fruity Pebbles surrounding the 
filling. Do yourself a favor and get it with 
the Superman rainbow sherbert. Absolutely

It’s refreshing on a hot day. The velvety 
texture is liquid luxury But for nine bucks? 
Sure, bees have to fly more than 55,000 
miles to make a single pound of honey, but 
it’s still sort of tough to justify trekking 
to the nearest ATM and shelling out that 
much for a float. 

Verdict: Shrug 


We thought melding sau¬ 
sage and a children’s lunch 
sandwich could only go two 
ways: either dazzle us by pull¬ 
ing a perfect culinary rabbit 
out of a hat, or provide (the 
expected) gross schaden¬ 
freude byway of ground meat 
pulsating with peanut butter, 
cherries, and spices. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Gass Station Grill made 
a lovely, kinda-spicy sausage 
that, were we none the wiser, we’d never 
know sounded like a nightmare on paper. 
Would we eat it again? Absolutely. Is it 
being docked a bunch of points for break¬ 
ing the most basic rule of all (“be what you 
say you are”)? You betcha. Weird sausage 
not as billed. 

Verdict: Shrug 


WOOD-GRILLED ELOTE 

Corn on the cob grilled over an oak wood 
fire, brushed with chile-spiced mayo and 
sprinkled with queso cotija and fresh lime 
juice. At Tejas Express, $5 
For all you basic corn gobblers out there 
not looking for saucy kernel action, the 
vanilla (read: butter only) corn stand is 
located on Nelson Street. For everyone 
else favoring bonus flavor, your new 
ticket to happiness is the wood-grilled 
elote. Thanks to a blanket of a chile mayo 
(smokier than it is spicy), a healthy dose of 
lime, plus just enough salty cotija cheese 
and minced cilantro, this sexy little beast 
ensures you’ll forget that, beneath all that 
piquant goodness, you’re actually anni¬ 
hilating a vegetable. 

Verdict: Scarf! 

ZESTY PB&J SAUSAGE 

Peanut butter, cherry jelly, and a hint of 
cayenne pepper and cilantro blended into 
a quarter-pound sausage. At Gass Station 
Grill, $6 


AHI TUNA POKE BOWL 

Ahi tuna, avocado, mango, andpico degallo 
tossed in a Hawaiianginger-soy sauce served 
cold over rice with a fried wonton. At Cafe 
Caribe, $9.50 

Visually, you’re looking at bougie dog 
food. The mini-blocks of ahi tuna—some 
bits mush, some bits rough—are a vaguely 
fishy letdown. When they’re combined 
with pico de gallo, avocado, and mango, a 
slimy, mostly flavorless glop is your reward. 
Up top, the fried wonton crumbles use¬ 
lessly; down low, the piping-hot rice warms 
everything into a room-temp melange of 
regret. Trust your instincts: Avoid raw fish 
at the fair. 

Verdict: Skip

In both the savory and 
sweet varieties we tried, the 
waffles sported crisp edges 
with an overall chewy, crepe¬ 
like texture befitting their 
role as contents-wranglers. 

The Slammin Salmon on a 
Stick ($10) is delicious and 
shockingly generous in its 
smoked-salmon-to-cream- 
cheese ratio, even if the actual 
waffle-on-a-stick felt more 
cumbersome than effective. 

On the sweet side, the S’more ($7) was 
sweet but unexpectedly finishable, owing 
to a pleasant balance between its Nutella, 
marshmallow creme, and crunchy graham 
guts. Now consider that it took a half-hour 
to navigate their line... at 10 a.m. Only you 
can decide for yourself if, at the end of that 
wait, a waffle will end up making you a 
crabbier or happier person. 

Verdict: Scarf! 

SMOKED SOFT SERVE ICE CREAM 

Cold-smoked cream available in two flavors:

The ways in which the Hideaway’s 
stuffed avocado is despicable are legion. 
First, there’s the sloppy, watery seafood 
salad they try to pass off as “firecracker 
shrimp.” It tastes like the filter of an aquar¬ 
ium. Then there’s the avocado, which cups 
the salad poorly, mayo runoff pooling in the 
center where the pit used to be. Next, the 
crackers. Brittle on the outside and spongy 
in the middle, they’re closer to cardboard 
than the “flatbread” the Hideaway sells 
them as. Most insulting: the price. Four¬ 
teen of your hard-earned dollars for what 
amounts to cafeteria slop served up on the 
trendy foodstuff du jour. 

Verdict: Skip

about mediocre pepperoni—a toothy, greasy 
bite, giving way to some other reward 
beneath—and substitute the experience 
of clicking your chompers through a com¬ 
munion wafer. Somehow, add salt. Multiply 
by 120, roughly how many of these dry disks 
arrive in a tray from a vendor that, more 
often than not, gets its bar snack send-ups 
right. This one can’t even be rescued by 
a flavored melty cheese side. After some 
practice, the chips could perhaps be flicked 
horizontally to pick off insects. 

Verdict: Skip 

SWEETIE CAKES 

Black forest cake, birthday cake, or chocolate 
peanut butter cake, baked in a cup packed 
with Sassy Pecan toffee bits and served 
warm, topped with real whipping cream 
and more tojfee bits. At Sweetie Cakes, $7 
Cakey nirvana. Served hot from the 
oven, the Sweetie Cake is an avalanche 
of deliciousness. We tried the chocolate 
peanut butter variety, a cup full of pillowy 
cake swirling with molten chocolate and 
PB. Flavor-wise, it’s a Butterfinger bar. 
Texturally it’s a heavenly romp through 
all things crumbly, gooey, and whipped. 
There was no line when we arrived, but 
expect that to change in a major way. 
Verdict: Scarf! 


Meatball sandwich with three traditional 
Swedish pork and beef meatballs topped 
with white gravy, lingonberry sauce, and 
dill pickles. At the Blue Barn, $8.95 
More like sweet-ish meatballs. The 
chopped pickle trying to pass itself off as 
relish, the seasoned Elmer’s glue calling 
itself gravy, the balls of meat that technically 
do meet the minimum requirements to 
qualify as ‘'meatballs,” the unremarkable hot 
dogbun that dares the foolhardy to expect it 
to support the goopy contents—ever 5 ^ing 
about this concoction is weirdly candied 
and sugary. The lingonberry, which should 
be there to cut against the savory, adds yet 
another unnecessary layer of sweetness. 
Verdict: Skip 

PEPPERONI CHIPS WITH 
ROASTED RED PEPPER QUESO 

Thinly sliced fried pepper oni chips served 
with a warm roasted red pepper cheese 
sauce. At LuLu’s Public House, $7 
Poor queso. It could not have known 
it was giving its life in service of such an 
ill-advised item. Take ever 5 Thingyou like 


boiled down to a rich, 
smoothie-like compote. 

And dang, that compote 
is tasty. Blueberry is the 
dominant flavor, but the 
rhubarb plays an impor¬ 
tant role here, adding a 
pleasant tartness that 
keeps everything from 
being cloyingly sweet. 

The cornmeal biscuit is 
inconsequential, but it 
does what it needs to do:

MEXICAN F000 1HAT 
WAS MISSIN6 FROM 
THE MINNEAPOLIS SKYWAY 


L a Loma Tamales, Qdoba, Chi- 
potle, even Taco John’s: The 
Minneapolis skyway is home 
to plenty of Mexican fare. Do 
we really need more? 

If it comes in the form of tacos and pozole 
from Los Ocampo Express, the answer is 
a definitive yes. 

The former Baja Sol space in City Center 
has been transformed into the local chain’s 
newest counter-service location. While 
there was already a significant line when 
we arrived at 11:30 on a recent morning, 
service was friendly and efficient, with an 
auxiliary iPad-wielding cashier to prevent 
a backup at the register. 

As far as the menu, it’s the classic fast- 
casual format: Pick your entree, then your 
meat, and add the toppings. What makes 
Los Ocampo stand out from other skyway 
Mexican spots is the wealth of choices. 
Sure, there are tacos, burritos, and bowls, 
but you can also get a piping-hot platter 
of pozole or a machete—a griddled masa 
cake filled with meat and melted cheese. 
There are 10 meat options, including cami- 
tas, barbacoa, chorizo, and Mexican-style 
steak, plus seven different salsas. 

Grab a paper copy of the menu to study 
while you wait in line, since the menu board’s 
white-on-black text was a bit tricky to read. 
We opted for the pozole (which includes 
atostada on the 
LOS OCAMPO EXPRESS side), an al pas-

sampled—the comfort-in-a-bowl pozole 
was loaded with tender shreds of chicken 
and the al pastor was well-seasoned—the 
machete was the standout. Instead of meat, 
we ordered it filled with poblano vegetables, 
a blend of corn, mushrooms, and poblano 
peppers. The flavor combination of fire- 
roasted peppers, melted cheese, and crisp 
masa cake was supremely satisfying, but 
without the overwhelming heaviness that 
would necessitate an afternoon nap. 

Los Ocampo offers the best ofboth worlds: 
Crowd-pleasing standards plus Mexican 
dishes and flavors you usually have to leave 
the skyway to track down. With weekday 
hours from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. (Saturday from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m.), you don’t need to be a down¬ 
town cube dweller to appreciate City Cen¬ 
ter’s tasty new tenant. - BY STACY BROOKS

Revolutionary War, but humanizes the 
scale with deeply personal crises. The 
allegiances and animosities that spark 
the passions of Hamilton convey a 
contemporary resonance, emphasized 
by Miranda’s decision to cast non¬ 
white performers as the historical 
figures and score the action to a 
musical melange of hip-hop, jazz, pop, 
and showtunes. Though historically 
anachronistic, these choices prove 
culturally veracious, linking the past 
to the present with timeless notions 
of our most deeply held (though often 
unrealized) ideals. Ticket-seekers 
should be on the lookout for an 
expected release of additional seats, 
and pre-show lotteries can be entered 
via the official Hamilton app, offering 
winners the bargain price of $10 a 
ticket (limit two).

For an actor to captivate audiences with 
a despicable role is impressive, but to 
do so consistently over the course of a 
career is downright remarkable. Such 
was the rare talent of Peter Lorre, the 
Austro-Hungarian actor who imbued 
his villainous performances with a 
depth that made other screen menaces 
seem like caricatures by comparison. 
Trylon Cinema is presenting a five-film 
series in tribute to the iconic actor’s 
sinister charisma. In The Maltese Falcon 
(1941), Lorre commands the screen as 
a deceptively refined criminal plotting 
to pilfer the titular possession from 
gumshoe Sam Spade (a seminal role for 
Humphrey Bogart). Switching to dark 
comedy. Arsenic and Old Lace (1944) 
offers Lorre as a desperate, drunken 
plastic surgeon fated to do the bidding 
of a murderer.

oots Riley isn’t wrong. The 
rapper-tumed-filmmaker, who 
snuck a brilliant absurdist cri¬ 
tique of racism and capitalism 
into multiplexes this summer 
with Sorry to Bother You, has issues with 
Spike Lee’s BlacKkKlansman, the fact- 
based story of two Colorado cops, one 
black and one white, who infiltrated the 
KKK in the ’70s. By toying with history to 
cast the police as civil rights heroes and 
settling for Klan members as ready-made 
villains, Riley says, Lee has shirked an 
opportunity to challenge the assumptions 
of his liberal white audience. 

Of course, we all know better than to 
expect ideological coherence from a Spike 
Lee movie—the filmmaker uses racial 
turmoil the way Jackson Pollack used 
paint. In fact, BlacKkKlansman is several 
movies that sit in uneasy opposition with 
one another. Yes, it’s the self-consciously 
crowd-pleasingcomedy-dramathattroubles 
Riley, and a fierce anti-Klan polemic as well, 
but it’s also a meditation on how movies 
can and should represent black power and 


black heroes that’s consistently self-aware 
of film’s ability to manipulate our emotions. 

BlacKkKlansman is an adaptation of 
a memoir by Ron Stallworth, the first 
black officer on the Colorado Springs 
police force. We see the sharp-dressed, 
prominently Afro’d rookie (played here 
by John David Washington) score his first 
undercover assignment, infiltrating a Stokley 
Carmichael rally he finds unexpectedly 
appealing and meeting a student radical 
named Patrice (Laura Harrier) he finds even 
more so. Then, one day he cold calls the local 
KKK chapter expressing an interest in its 
mission and is unexpectedly asked to join. 
White (and Jewish) cop Flip Zimmerman 
(Adam Driver) is sent in to impersonate 
him as the real Stallworth does his work 
by phone, eventually chatting with Grand 
Wizard David Duke himself 

While the Klan members are often played 
for laughs, they’re not utter bumblers, and if 
Stallworth’s integrationist cop saves the day, 
Patrice’s principled opposition to “pigs” is 
given equal rhetorical footing. Best of all is 
Adam Driver, who remains astardingiceberg 
of an actor, concealing depths of anger and

directed by Spike Lee an opaque scowl. 

area theaters, now open And the inevitable 
dolly shot—you 
know, that moment in every Spike Lee joint 
when his characters inexorably approach the 
screen as though transported by conveyor 
belt—hasn’t felt so pregnant with earned 
fatalism since Malcolm X. 

Stallworth’s story is bookended by two 
didactic segments.BlacKkKlansman opens 
with Alec Baldwin as a racist Cold War 
era professor shooting a white nationalist 
newsreel that’s interspersed with clips of 
D.W Griffith’s Birth of a Nation. And Lee 
uses documentary footage of the white rage 
and brutality at Charlottesville in 2017 as 
both a climax and a coda. He isn’t just 
reminding us that white nationalism never 
went away—he’s bracketing his adaptation 
of Stallworth’s memoir as an action story 
with a polemical aim, just like Griffith’s 
racist epic had been. Maybe, he seems to 
suggest, his use of Charlottesville is as much 
propaganda as the Baldwin film—and if that’s 
what it takes to crush white supremacy, 
why shouldn’t it be? 03

have to admit that I had a 
little bit of cynicism about 
what could be achieved out 
in the suburbs,” says Benja¬ 
min McGovern of Artistry ‘'It 
didn’t take me long to realize how foolish 
that was.” 

Three years after the former Blooming¬ 
ton Civic Theatre rebranded as Artistry 
and hired McGovern, a past member of 
the Guthrie Theater programming staff, 
to serve as producing artistic director, the 
results of the organization’s investment in 
top-notch talent are plainly visible onstage 
at the Bloomington Center for the Arts. This 
season, theatergoers at that venue have 
additional options as the Chameleon Theatre 
Circle, a former resident at the Ames Center 
in Burnsville, presents two productions 
and its annual New Play Festival. 

Last season. Chameleon made its Bloom¬ 
ington Center debut with two shows, includ¬ 
ing Caucasian-Aggressive Pandas and Other 
Mulatto Tales. “It’s been an incredible part¬ 
nership,” says Megan West, Chameleon’s 
executive producer. “They were really 
excited about having us.” 

The relationship between the 20-year- 
old Chameleon and the Ames Center was 
gradually becoming less of a comfortable 


fit, says West, but the event that 
decisively ended the relationship 
was the venue’s 2017 decision to 
bar Chameleon from presenting 
Caucasian-Aggressive Pandas, 
objecting to the presence of the 
word “mulatto” in the play’s 
title. The show, a Fringe success 
in 2016, was created by Derek 
“Duck” Washington to comment 
and reflect on perceptions of his 
own mixed-race identity. 

West, whose company is also 
presenting Spring Awakening at 
St. Paul’s Gremlin Theatre this 
season, says Chameleon is now 
workingto “bridge” the core Twin 
Cities and the southern suburbs. 

Although Artistry is what 
McGovern calls an “anchor ten¬ 
ant” of the Bloomington Center 
for the Arts, a striking facility that just 
opened in 2003, there’s much more that 
happens in the building. “There is this mix 
of the municipal and cultural life,” says 
McGovern. “Right across the lobby from 
our mainstage is the City Council chamber.” 

The several organizations usingthe space 
maintain their independence—including 
Artistry and Chameleon. “At this point we 
haven’t been that close,” says Chameleon’s 
West about Artistry, but adds that if her 
company continues to produce shows in 
Bloomington, “I feel it’s essential that we 
have a closer relationship.” 

McGovern hints at growing pains as Art¬ 
istry steps up its programming in a bustling 
venue that serves many functions. “Of course 
you like to be a part of a community where 
you can always expect that there’s some¬ 
thinggoing on,” he says, but cites the need 
for more rehearsal room. “We really are 
needingto find some support spaces offsite 
in order to accommodate our ambitions.” 

Artistry, which has won acclaim for recent 
productions including SaUyWingerfs devas- 
tatingturn in Wit, is finding an enthusiastic 
audience for its increasingly professional 
programming, says McGovern. “This sense 
that art and culture should be an integral 
part of the community runs really deep in 
Bloomington.” 03

M innesotans, temper your 
excitement. The State 
Fair is back, and so is the 
time-honored tradition of 
booking underwhelming 
artists at the Grandstand. This year City 
Pages decided to force me to attend all 12 
concerts, a stunt that’s sure to trim more 
years off my life than a steady diet of pronto 
pups.
